Estes, and the girl was sitting in the bugzy 
beside her lover when he fired the fatal 
shot. 

Green is a dissipated, worthless young 
Mr. Estes was much opposed to 
his daughter, Cora, receiving Green’s at- 
tentions. The father had instructed her 
mot to allow Green's visits and he had 
notified Green to keep away. 

Yesterday afternoon the girl, who is sev- 
enteen years old, joined her sweetheart 
at Sunday schoo! held at Sewell’s church,

had a buggy and a fast horse. As soon as 
he had his girl by his side he started of 
driving rapidly. Mr. Estes and a son were 
soon in pursuit driving a mule. Mr. Estes 
did not wait to get a coat. When he passed 
through Newborn he was about three miles 
behind the lovers, who had gone through 
at a rapid gait only a few minutes be- 
fore. 

Mr. Estes drove direct to Rev. James 
Harwell’s home, a mile from here. He 
wot there just as his daughter and Green 
Were about to jump out. 

He Met His Death. 

Mr. Estes at once jumped from his buggy 
and, walking up to his daughter, said: 
“Come, Cora, let’s go home.” 

Searcely had he spoken when Green 
jerked out a pistol and shot Mr. Estes 
through the heart. He then fired two shots 
@t Sam Estes, who was still in his buggy. 
One shot pierced Sim’s coat and the son 
ran behind a tree for protection. 

All this was over before Mr. Harwell 
knew that any one was in his yard. He 
heard the screams of the daughter, and 
when he reached tHe door saw Green 
stoop over the body of Mr. Estes, gaze in- 
tently upon it and then return to his buggy 
where the girl was sitting. Green spoke 
o her in a harsh manner. She did not re-

Sam Estes, the son, has offered a reward 
of $200 for Green's capture. The whole 
country has been posted by telegrams, and 
it is hardly possible for the young mur- 
derer to escape. 

He is about twenty-five years old, weighs 
150 pounds, has a scar on his nose, a mole 
under one eye and has a mustache. 

Intense excitement exists as to the where- 
abouts of Cora Estes. 

There are several reports current. One of 
these is that she and Green drove on to 
Broughtonville, where they were married 
by the justice of the peace there, Colonel 
sim Mann.

ALL ARE FOR FREE SILVER. - 


Five Hundred and Twenty Delegates 
for the Springtield Convention. 

Springfield, Hl., May 13.—Tomorrow even- 
ing the demeccratic executive committee 
will meet here for the purpose of arranging 
the programme of the state monetary con- 
vention. So far thirty counties have held 
conventions and 520 delegates have been 
selected. The total number of Uelegates 
is 1,076. According to Chairman Heinrich- 
sen, all the delegates elected so far are for 
free silver. Three counties have refused to 
call local conventions—Lee, Dupage and 
St. Clair. 

Fairfield, Ill, May 13.—Delegates were 
elected to the state monetary convention of 
the democratic party at a convention of 
the democrats of this county today. Reso- 
lutions strongly favoring the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 were adopted.

LEGISLATURE ADJOURNS TODA™ 


An Extra Session Is Regarded as a 
Necessity and a Certainty. 
Nashville, Tenn., May 3.—(Special.)— 
The general assembly will adjourn some 
time tomorrow and an extra session will 
be called within the next few days to con- 
sider the revenue bill, penitentiary bill, 
criminal costs’ bill, appropriation bill and 
possibly other general measures. 
In the senate this morning the 
committee recommended that in accord- 
ance with Senator Butler’s request, no 
further action be taken in the matter of 

Superintendent Smith’s assault on him. 

Resolutions were adopted appropriating 
$4,000 to pay the expenses of the general 
assembly, governor and staff ond state 
Officials at the dedication of Chickamauga 
National park and also appropriating $10,- 
OX) for tablets to mark the positions of 
the Tennessee troops on the field. 

The senate refused to consider the Dill 
calling a constitutional cenvention. 

The house this afternoon passed the as- 
sessment bill, which creates a state board 
of equalizers, to be appointed by the sec- 
retary of state, the comptroeiler and the 
treasurer. In advocating an amendment 
giving the governor power to appoint Mr, 
Bakg¢r, republican, charged that the demo- 
crats were ashamed of Governor Turney; 
that they had no confidence in him, and 
were afraid of the appointments he might 
make. They had foisted him on the peo- 
ple, but had more confidence in Comp- 
troller Harris than they had in Governor 
Turney.

First Day of the Interstate Drfil at 
Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., May 15.--The interstate 
drill and encampment, which +t.omiraliy 
began last Saturday, was really 1%t enter- 
ed upon in earnest until today when all 
the troops gave,a parade through tie 
main streets of the city and the ccmpetitve 
Grills ‘were taken up, The parade in 
morning was over a mile long and was 
led by Major General R. B, Snowden and 
Colonel Kellogg, the latter of the regular 
army. Besides the militia companies, the 
pageant included two companies of infan- 
try and two troops of cavalry of tne United 

tates army, besides the band of the Third 
United States Cavalry from Jefferson lar- 
racks and the Iowa State band, The mili- 
tary procession was watched by tie !argegt 
throng of people ever gathered in Memphis. 
It is estimated that the throng #:-¢ eight 
blocks numbered over 100,000 per. ‘ons.

Upon the North. 


SPRING NEEDS HER WINTER WRAPS 


The Frost Dares To Come Even Far 
Into the South. 


Snow and 


EARLY CROPS SUFFER IN THE NOR H 


Not Much Damage Is Done in This Sec- 
tion—Nearly Al) the Continent in 
a Shiver. 


New York, May 13.—A killing frost fell 
from midnight last night, at Erie, Penn., 
and did very extensive. damage in the 
grape belt, 

Northern New York points experienced a 
drop of 40 degrees in the thermometer in 
rifteen hours, the change taking place from 
2 o'clock Saturday afternoon to Sunday 
morning. 

At Lockport, N. Y., the thermometer 
registered as low as 28 last night. Fruit 
and vegetables suffgred in Niagara coun- 
ty, and although the extent of the damage 
is not yet ascertained, it will reach thou- 
sands of doHars. 

A cold wave struck Monticello, N. Y.. 
last night and the thermometer fell 45 
degrees in almost as many minutes. 

Ice formed during the night in some sec- 
tions of Sullivan and Delaware counties, 
New York. 

The fruit blossoms are badly frozen. At 
¢ o'clock snow is falling at Livingston, 
Manor and Liberty, N. Y., and also in 
most of the up-towns on the New Ontario, 
Ontario and Western railroad. 

At Nyack. N. Y.f there was thin ice, 
and a continuance of the low temperature, 
it is believed, will injure fruit prospects. 

Frost ruined the entire grape crop of 
the Chautauqua "gra pe belt. The loss is 
at least $1,500,000. That figures the value 
of last year’s crop and by reason of new 
acreage coming into bearing the crop this 
year would have been much larger, 

The Chautauqua grape belt extends from 
Erie county, New. York, through, west- 
ward, to Erie, Penn. The vines were 
loaded down with blossom buds last even- 
ing. Today, from one end of the belt to 
the other, the vineyards are nothing but 
blackened ruins, and have the appearance 
of having been visited by fire. Three 
thousand, six hundred freight cars were 
Shipped from the belt last season. The 
total number of baskets reached 10,800,000. 
To this number 3,000,000 might be safely 
added for increased acréage this year. 
Other fruit suffered pearly as much. There 
will be no cherries. 

zerry Ryckman, the millionaire grape 
grower and wine manufacturer, says the 
loss in the belt by reason of the destrue- 
tion done to the grapes will-reach at least 
$2, LUO, OO, His own loss he estimates at 
$250,000. 

The thermometer at Eimira, N. Y., 
dropped to 36 degrees above zero this 
morning at 7 o’clock, but the cloudy sky 
and high winds prevented a frost, which 
would have been disastrous to vegetation 
in this vicinity. Tonight the sky is clear 
and the temperature is cold and a heavy 
frost is feared. 


THE WEST. 


Twelve Inches of Snow in Michigan, 
Fruit and Shade Trees Ruined. 


Chicago, May 13.—Cheering news comes 
from fifteen states visited by frost yester- 
day morning, The crops are reported 
safe, Wheat and oats escaped uninjured, 
because neither had begun to joint, and 
where cut down by frosts or heavy rains 
will sprout again. Corn was. slightly 
nipped by cold-in a few states, but not 
enouzh to occasion the sligntest alarm 
that the yield will be affected to any no- 
ticeable extent. There is no longer any 
ground for a scare in the face of these 
facts. On the contrary the outlook is 
said to be better than it was on May Ist, 
when it was unusually promising.

The frost did no damage to fruit trees 
at Grand Haven, and it is believed that 
generally throughout the state the fruit 
hes escaped serious injury. 

A terrific snowstorm set in at Grayling, 
Mich., yesterday and this morning. The 
snow is twelve inches deep on a level. It 
is still snowing and drifting badly. 

Reports received from all sections of 
Wisconsin indicate a genéral frost, ac- 
companied in many parts by high wind 
and snow,-reaching in some cases the 
severity of a blizzard. The freezing weath- 
er and snow began last night and con- 
tinued through the day. Early fruit and 
vegetables not of the hardy kind and much 
grain have been destroyed by the sudden 
fall in temperature, All kinds of crops 
were damaged by the heavy frosts which 
settled over the Chippewa Falis section of 
the state last night. Water froze in many 
places. Fruit, vegetables and cranberries 
are ruined, while rye and corn will suffer 
much. A severe snow and wind storm pre- 
vailed at Manitowoc since early this morn- 
ing, and still continues. it is ought 
much damage will result to crops. The 
harbor here is full of windbound craft. A 
fierce blizzard raged at Depre iast night 
and this morning. Several inches of snow 
fell. Vegetation, which was far advanced, 
has suffered much: The thermometer is 
at 30. A light snow fell at Palyria this 
morning. Frost in the lowlands damaged 
fruit and early vegetation. At Wasau last 
Thursday the thermometer registered 9% 
degrees in the shade. Today everything is 
frozen up and about one-half: an inch of 
snow lies on the ground. Last night there 
was a heavy fall of snow at Manawa. An 
inch of snow fell at Oshkosh early this 
morning and the thermometer stood at 
freezing. Great damage was done to early 
fruit, berries and vegetables. 
Telegraphic reports from thirty towns in 
Iowa show that the frost Sunday did jnes- 
timable damage to early vegitation ane 
small fruit. In the northern and western 
part of the state the damage was not so 
severe because of higher temperature, but 
in many eastern places early vegetables 
were killed. Corn in the lowlands was cut 
down to the ground. Grapes which are in 
blossom were completely killed in many 
localities. Wheat was not materially in- 
jured, but oats were damaged to a very 
great extent. 

Heavy frosts vjsited portions of Indiana 
last night. The most Gamage was done in 
the northwestern portion of the state. Gar- 
den vegetables were killed and .fruit’ dam- 
aged. In southern Indiana but little ingury 
was done. The prospects tonight are for 
a heavy frost in central Indiana,

HIGH WIND AT CHATTANOOGA

m, was blowing at the rate of fifty-five miles 
an hour, Trees were blown down by the 
score and an empty frame building on Mar- 
ket street was blown into fragments, Sev- 
eral people were slightly injured, but no fa- 
tulities are reported.

ALL OF THEM SHUT DOWN. 


No Work Being Done by the Mills at 
Olneyville. 

Providence, R. I,, May 13.—All of the mills 
at Olneyville were shut down today and no 
work is being done in any of them except 
the making of samples for the next light- 
weight season, Nine thousand operatives 
are idle because of the strike and lockout, 
The strikers held a mass meeting on Meri- 
no flats at Olneyville this morning and 
twelve hundred were present. They were 
addressed by William Welch, John Thorn- 
ton and Peter McDermot, of the local un- 
ion and Colonel Baylor and George Boomer, 
local socialists. The speakers argued that 
the fight should be continued until the de- 
mand for the old price list is granted, claim- 
ing that ample support jill ‘be obtained 
from other milf centers to ge the strug- 
gle a successful one. 

Will Return To Work. 

Norristown, Pa., May 13.—One thousand 
employes of James Lees & Sons’ woolen 
mills at Bridgeport, thrown out of work 
last week by 300 of the hands striking, will 
return to work ‘Buesday. The strikers’ de- 
mand for an increase was not conceded aud 
they will return to work at the old prices. 


MASS MEETING IN NEW ORLEANS, 


Palmer teeaka for Ballot 
Reform. 

‘New Orleans, May 13.—Under the call of 
the Ballot Reform Teague there was a 
grand mass meeting held here tonight at 
the Academy of Music. The meeting was 
not only addressed by men who are factors 
in politics, but also by some of the ablest 
and mMost.eloquent divines in the city. The 
stirring addresses were evidently from the 
heart, and not from any selfish motive or 
interest. There were no resolutions adopt- 
ed by the meeting, but there seemed to 
pervade the whole audince, which repre- 
sented all parties and factions, an innate 
adoption of principles of political fairness, 
freedom and justice in all elections here- 
after. : 

Nearing the conclusion of the meeting, 
Rey. Dr. B. M. Palmer, the venerable Pres. 
byterian divine, made an appealing speech 
in favor of ballot reform. claiming that 
the salvation, the prosperity and the fu- 
ture sustenance of Louisiana depended upon 
a free and untrammeled. privilege of a 
civilian to cast his vote. 

It was such a magnificent effort and such 
an extraordinary thing for this prominent 
divine to come out on such an occasion, 
and go on record in a political meeting, 
favoring either one side, plan or other, 
that enthusiasts fairly shook the building 
in their wild approval of the doctor’s im- 
posing speech. 

When Dr. Palmer had concluded, Dr. 
Dickson Bruns, who is one of, the most 
prominent specialists of New Orleans, and 
who is well recognized as the father of tht 
bailot reform movement in the state of 
Louisiana, was loudly called. Responding 
to the call, he said that he thought it re. 
quired a good deal of temerity if not an 
actual draft upon cheek for any one as 
humble and as little known as he was in 
the oratorical world, to attempt anything 
like an effort at speech-making, with any 
hopes of success, since they had heard the 
eloquent and logical divine. 

However, Dr. Bruns did venture to say 
that .the issue of today was greater than 
any party, and the people and leaders of 
ballot reform would demand of either 
of the old parties a free ballot and a fair 
count, despite any efforts that might be 
made by the politicians to further inject 
the negro “into southern politics.’’ He fur- 
ther averred that he was and always had 
been a true friend in honorable politics of 
the south, but now he thought that the 
time had come when no good, true and 
loyal citizen could afford to cast his vote 
on race prejudice.

Dr. Hawthorne Gets -in His Accustomed 
Dig at the Suffragists. 


REMINDS HIS BROTHERS OF DUTY 


It Is Not Their Place To Encourage 
the New Woman. 


FOREIGNERS 


WORK AMONG THE 


The Woman’s Missionary Union Elects Of- 
ficers--The President Could Not See 
Delegateson Account of Business. 


Washington, May 13.—The Southern Bap- 
tist convention reassembled today, Presi- 
dent Haralson in the chair. Rev. 1. F; 
Tichenor, rising to a question of personal 
privilege, stated that President Whitsitt, 
in his historical sermon on Saturday, had, 
in common with popular intelligence on 
the subject, totally misapprehended the 
purport of certain resolutions proposed at 
the meeting held in Atlanta. some years 
ago. The general understanding was that 
those resolutions looked to the disbanding 
of the Southern Baptist convention and 
its consolidation with the northern society. 
As author of the resolutions, he stated 
what he knew when he said that the reso- 
lutions looked.only to the appointment of a 
committee to confer with representatives 
of the northern bodies with a view to 
co-operation in work. They were intended 
to preserve, and not destroy, the Southern 
Baptist convention, 

Rev, G. A. Nunnailiy,:@f Memphis, from 
the committee to whom had been referred 
resolutions providing for the appointment 
of a church building board, reported, rec- 
ommending the adoption of the resolutions, 
explaining the necessity for the existence 
of the board. Mr. Nunnally stated that 
there were 3,000 organized churcnes with- 
out houses of worship and that owing to 
a lack of system in providing places of 
worship to new organizations this number 
of hormeless churches is constantly in- 
creasing. Until a church was provided 
with a permanent shelter of its own, it 
was not only nota contributor tothe funds 
of the convention but a pensioner upon 
the “bounty of more fortunate organiza- 
tions. 

Rev. I. T. Tichenor, secretary of the board 
of home missions, said the adoption of the 
report made by Mr. Nunnally means the 

ismemberment of the home _ mission 
board, to which the convention, years ago, 
committed the work of aiding churches in 
securing houses of worship, The report, 
which carried with it the creation of a 
new board to take charge of the work of 
providing houses for homeless churches, 
was rejected—ayes 8, nays 155. 

Rev. A. J. Rowland, secretary of the 
American Baptist Publication Society, and 
Rev. A. C, Wilkins, secretary of the Bap- 
tist Young People’s Union pf Amerita; 
rhade short speeches. The former recall- 
ed the fact that the publication society 
had its origin in Washington seventy-one 
years ago, at the residence of Mr, George 
Wood, and for a period had its headquar- 
ters here, its affairs being conducted by 
Noah K. Davis, father of the distinguish- 
ed professor of the same name of the 
University of Virginia, He stated that 
the society had just agreed to enter upon 
the work of publishing the Baptist edi- 
‘tion of the Chinese Bible, 

General John Eaton, president of the 
American Society of HReligious Education, 
an ex-commissioner of education, was. also 
introduced ‘to the convention, and briefly 
addressed it upon the work of his society. 

For Fereign Missions. 

J. J. Taylor, of Mobile, submitted the re- 
port of the committee on the financial 
policy of the foreign missions board, rec- 
ommending that the sum of $150,000 be 
raised for the work next year, apportioned 
as follows: Alabama $10,800, Arkansas $2, 
400, Western Arkansas and Indian Territory 
$600, District of Columbia $1,200, Florida 
$1,800, Georgia $18,000, Kentucky $18,000, 
Louisiana $2,400, Maryland $13,200, Miss‘s-. 
sippi $6,000, Missouri $9,000, North © arolina 
$9.000, South Carolina ‘$13,800, Tennessee $7,- 
200. Texas $15,000, Virginia $21,000, other 
states $600. 

The needs of the work were presented 
by R. J. Williams, corresponding secretary 
of the board, after which the report was 
adopted. Discussion of the report of the 
committee on pagan fields, which was the 
subject of Saturday night’s session, .was 
resumed. Rev. R. H. Graves, forty years 
the missionary of the convention in Can- 
ton. China, came with the message of 
Joshua and Caleb upon their return from 
an inspection of the promised land, that 
the church “‘should go up at once and 
occupy the land, for we are able to possess 
it.’ This was the time to extend the work 
of missions in that country; a fatal mis- 
take would be made by the church if it 
let the present opportunity go by. He had 
taken possession, he said, of the province 
of Umchow for Christ, baptizing two con- 
verts—the first in its history. 

Secretary Willingham announced that in 
the fifty years of the existence of the 
Southern Baptist convention, its constitu- 
ency had contributed $1,800,000 to the cause 
of foreign missions, and the board had 
sent 310 missionaries into the fleld. 

T. C. Britton, a missionary at Foo Chow, 
Ohina. gave a fe words of greeting to 
the convention. The report of the commit- 
tee was agreed to. 

Dr. Kerfoot, of the Theological seminary, 
reported that a reply, by direction of the 
convention, had been prepared to the com- 
munication of the general convention of 
disciples and sent to that body during its 
session at Richmond. No reply had been 
received, and the committee had been un- 
officially informed that action had been 


~postponed by the convention. 


Work Among Foreigners. 

The report of the committee on that part 
of the report of the home mission board 
relating to foreign population, 
Rev. J. T. Christian, of Louisville, Ky., 
quoted the commissioner of immigration 
to the effect that the influx of foreigners 
to our shores is again greatly on the in- 
crease. The report further stated that 
five cities“of the United States contained 
one-sixth of ite entire population; that they 
were dominated by foreign-born population 
and that rum and Romanism dominated 
the foreign population. The committee 
recommended increased efforts among the 
foreigners and Indians of the United 
States. Work in Cuba, owing to the ex- 

isting war there, will have to be post- 
poned untH a more propitious time. 

The report was discussed by Dr. Chris- 
tian; by Rev. William Richmond, of Bal- 
timore, who said it paid to convert Ger- 
mans—that there were no anarchists among 
eonverted Germans, nor sociatists, nor 
‘higher critics’’ Caughter); and by A. J. 
Diaz, a native Baptist minister in Cuba. 
The natives, he sa'd, had “closed the 
churches outside of the city of Havana, 
giving the pastors but a few hours in 
which to leave.

The Night Session. 


More than three thousand people were 
present at the evening session, which be- 
gan at 7:30 o’clock. The first business was 
the reading of the report of the board 
of home missions, by Secretary Burrows, 
which dealt with the work of religious edu- 
cation among the native white population 
of this country. It stated that while the 
work among the pagans of foreign lands, 
the Indians and the negroes of this country 
was necessacy, the work among our own 
native white people was absolutely neces- 
sary. The board called the attention of the 
convention to the needs of the whole wes- 
tern frontier and to the Indian Territory, 
where there are now more whites than In- 
dians, and with less religious opportunities, 
as a rule, and to Florida, where there was 
now great suffering resultant from the se- 
vere weather of the past winter. It was the 
opinion of the board that unless something 
was done to relieve these evils many souls, 
as well as lives, would be :ost. 

At the conclusion of the reading of these 
reports Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, of Atlanta, 
Ga., addressed the convention on the sub- 
ject. He/referred to the separation between 
the northern and southern sections of the 
church and said there were still some peo- 
ple, both ia the southern and northern 
parts of the Baptist church, who insisted 
upon trying to recognize dead issues, and 
intended tnem to exist as a sort of monu- 
ment to the defeated party. This conven- 
tion, however, he said, had nothing to do 
with southern politics. He spoke of the 
history of the board and said the first mis- 
sionary work the southern states had done 
was to aid the struggling churches in the 
north; and that the first church in Wash- 
“tneton had its start in lifé with funds from 
the missionary board of the southern con- 
vention. The southern Baptist ministers 
were most of them rich planters, and did 
not need or receive salaries. Fifty years 
ago, ne said, they looked upon city churches 
as the wurst neld to which Haptist preach- 
ers could be sent. Southern churches had 
then relieved the struggling northern 
churches in their poverty and they now 
rejoiced in their magnificent success. 

He touched on the development of the 
south, which, he contended, was not the 
outgrowth of outside influences, as some” 
people pretended to believe, but was the 
work of southern effort and southern heart, 
and all they needed was capital and tech- 
nical skill, and this they were getting as 
well as they could from the best brains 
and blood of the New England states and 
the boundless northwest. 

As to the negro question he claimed there 
was but one certainty, and that was that if 
the white Christians of the southern states 
did not save the negroes they would destroy 
the whites, He said if the negroes were 
allowed to relapse into barbarism, as many 
of them showed a tendency to do, the white 
people would be driven to barbaric methods 
in protecting themselves. 

A Dig at Woman Suffragists. 

He then referred to: the new woman, and 
of the woman divines, and said that the 
blizzards of last winter would be but a sum- 
mer zepnyr in comparison with the Baptist 
minister who so far faltered from the ac- 
cepted teachings of the church and the 
teachings of Paul in order to win a smile 
from a woman who had arrayed herself in 
the cast-off habiliments of her subjugated 
husband. 

B. H. Carroll, of Waco, Tex,, spoke of 
the glorious religious history of Texas, He 
said that out of 2,500 churches, 1,500 had no 
places for holding services, and of these 
2,000 there were scarcely 100 which could 
support a minister the whole year around. 
There were seventy-two counties in 
the state (which together would 
form a state as large as Fenn- 
sylvania) in which there was nota 
single Baptist minister, Of the 500,000 ne- 
groes in the state, he was proud to say 
that one-fourth were Baptists, He then 
exhorted the convention to give aid to the 
ministers of his state to continue missionary 
work in Texas. P 

Mr. A. J. Diaz, of Cuba, followed with a 
short address, in which he also asked for 
missionary aid in his countryjy but stated 
that before anything fruitful could be hoped 
for a closer acquaintance with the natives 
of Cuba would have to be formed. 

The convention then ieutes until to- 
morrow morning’ it is stood that the 
next convention will be held at Chatta2noo- 
ga, Tenn., but the question did not come be- 
fore the convention today.

London, May 13.—A dispatch to the Cen- 
tral News from Tokio says that an ime 
perial decree has been issued setting forth 
that the envoys of Japan and China have 
completed the task intrusted to them of 
negotiating a treaty of peace between 
the two countries, The decree, after stating 
the conditions of peace agreed upon, says 
that Russia, Germany and France advisede 
Japan that the permanent retention by * 
her of the Liao Tung peninsula would 
not conduce to lasting peace in the orient. 
and urged the retrocession of that territo- 
ry to China. The decree then ¢ontinues: 

‘“‘We have always been anxious to estab- 
lish and maintain peace. Our object in the 
recent war was to found an enduring peace. 
We believe that Russia, France and Gere 
many are imbued with the same feeling. 
Therefore, we will not insist upon the re- 
tention of the Liao Tung peninsula. We 
do not desire to raise fresh trouble, in- 
creasing the calamities of our people, or to 
obstruct the expansion of our country by 
deferring a restoration of the blessings of 
peace. China has shown regret for her 
breach of friendship, Thus justifying before , 
the world Japan's action. Japan will com-* 
ply with the desires of Russia, France and 
Germany. The manner in which the Liae 
Tung peninsula will be restored to China 
will be arranged by China and Japan. 

‘Now that this treaty of peace has been 
duly -ratified and the ratifications ex- 
changed, our former friendship with China 
is restored and the ties attaching us to 
neutral countries are made closer. Let our 
¢Scials and people keep this steadily in 
view.”’ 
_ The &spatch adds that Admiral Ito has 
been appointed chief of the navy depart- 
ment in room of Admiral Viscount Kabaya- 
ma Sukenori, who has been selected t6 go 
to Formosa to formally annex the island, 
of which he will be the viceroy.

A Yield of from Five to Fifteen 
Dollars Per Yard. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 13.—A __ special 
from Gadsden, Ala., to The Age-Heraild, 
Says that a dozen farmers in Marshal] coun- 
ty own today 600 acres of land worth $14,0),- 
000, which three months ago could have 
been bought for almost a song. One of the 
largest gold finds ever known was recent- 
ly made on the property, and you cannot 
now purchase land near there at any price. 

For some time reports have been receiv- 
ed of the fact that a large discovery of 
gold had been made in Marshall county, 
but as such reports are usually exaggerat- 
ed and unreliable, little attention was paid 
to them. Your correspondent now, how- 
ever, has it on the very best authority that 
probably the largest gold mine in this 
country has been discovered on Santa 
creek, sixteen miles from Guntersville. 

Major Hugh Carlisie, of Guntersville, one 
of the best-known citizens of north Ala- 
bama, was in Gadsden today, and while he 
is not an owner in the gold mines, he was 
very enthusiastic over the prospects. He 
‘verified the report of the find, and said 
that he knew it to be the biggest thing in 
the state. 

Three months ago a dozen farmers went 
to work digging in what they thought to 
be a seam of gold, and finding consider- 
able quantities they sent fur an expert, 
who told them they had a fortune in the 
property. Seeing that their mines were 
panning out a larger quantity of gold each 
day, they again sent for experts. It was 


the report of thesé experts that has made | 


a county wild on the subject of gold min- 

After an investigation of several weeks 
they reported that under the 6 acres of 
old worn-out farm lands there was un- 
doubtedly $14,000,000 worth of gold. There 
Was so much confidence put in this report 
that a syndicate formed by one of the ex- 
perts has offered a large royalty to the own- 
ers of the pr rty, agreeing to give them 
$5 a day for each man put to work digging 
gold. 

This offer has been refused, however, and 
today a large number of men are at work 
on a three-foot seam, which yields from 
$6 to $15 per yard. A stiff price has been 
offered for the 600 acres, but all offers 
have been readily refused by the twelve 
farmers, who are determined to go it 
alone. Adjoining land cannot be bought 
for any price. The gold from the mines 
is of a splendid quality, and is mined at 
an extremely low price. 

Several very large nuggets, which were 
found a few days ago, were shown around 
in this city today. 

Santa creek, where the mines are located, 
is a very remote district from Guntersville, 
and is not reached by railroads nor tele- 
graph. The source of your correspondent’s 
information is of such a reliable nature, 
however, that it is fe to say that this is 
a big thing for ama.

A “BUCKET” SHOP MAN 


Writes a Letter to the “Sound” Money 
Committee. 

New York, May 12.—The “sound money’”’ 
committee of the chamber of commerce of 
New York has received the following letter 
from Henry Hentz, the cotton merchant 
rethaps, the largest dealer in the country in 
the great southern staple: 

“The most important question before the 
country at the present time is that of sounu 
money, in which every one is interested— 
the laboring man and the farmer, 2s well 
as the capitalist, It is nothing new to 
have absurd theories of finance, which live 
for the time, but, like all untruths, fiour- 
ish only a little while, The greenback 
craze is a sample of financial fallacies. 
Since it has died very few of its adherents 
are willing to acknowledge taht they en- 
tertained such unsound views. The advo- 
cates of free coinage of silver at the ra- 
tio of 16 to 1 are alxious to have this gov- 
ernment coin all the silver that may be 
mined in this country and even brought 
from Europe, and receive silver dollars tor 
the same, which are now worth $1 in gold. 
All that we have already coined will con- 
tinue to be of that value, provided the gov- 
ernment does not undertake the free coin- 
age of silver. Congress was wise ercugh 
to repeal the Sherman silver purchase act 
and stop piling up silver in the United 
States treasury. Had that not been done 
sold payments would have been suspended 
long ere this, which would have heen fol- 
lowed by a panic; all the bank and savings 
bank deposits and life insurance policies 
would have been paid in depreciated mon- 
ey; the wage earning class and the widows 
and orphans that are living on a small in- 
come would find the buying power of their 
money greatly reduced, hence the cost of 
living would be greatly increased. 

Some of His Absurd Figuring. 

“If congress should pass a free coinage of 
silver bill, it would be impossible to keep 
on a gold basis. This country could not 
keep silver on a parity with gold, and it 
is very doubtful if it can be done tor a very 
long period by the leading nations. We 
certainly ought not to try to do it without 
an international agreement. Should this 
country be forced to a silver basis, gold 
would cease to circulate as money. It 
would become merchandise, like it ¢id dur- 
ing the war, and the heavy contraction in 
the volume of. circulating medium would 
cause a great panic and depreciation in val- 
ues. It would be impossible to have up- 
wards of $500,000,000 of gold withdrawn from 
circulation without serious consequences, 
asit wouldtake the mintsof the country 
many years to replace with silver dollars 
the vacuum made by the withdrawal of 
the gold. If the silver bought by our gov- 
ernment, under the acts of 1878 and 1590, 
was sold at the present price of silver, 
the loss would be over $150,000,000. IMrance 
and other nations that compose the Iatin 
union, saw that when Germany stopped 
coining of silver they had to do likewise if 
they wished to keep on the gold basis. The 
continued agitation for free silvar coinage 
since the repeal of the Sherman act has 


caused Europe to withdraw capital invested 


in America and thereby led to large exports 
of gold, as Europeans feared receiving pay- 
ment in silver. Gold payments would have 
been suspended during the past spring had 
net President Cleveland courageously sold 
United States bonds ireely. The agreement 


he made with the syndicate to take 4€2,000,- | 


000 of the bonds and to do all in its power 
to prevent the shipment of gold, and also 
to import gold, was a great service to the 
country. It has caused confidence to be re- 
established and trade to revive. In fact, 
many persons think that it was worth $60,- 
000,000 to the country, to bring about the 
changed condition; therefore, the modcr- 
ate profit which was made by the 3yndi- 
zate upon the bonds ought not to be be- 
grudged it. 
Says Over-Supply Caused Low Prices. 
“It is necessary to stop this free silver 
craze and show the world that we want 
only sound money. Shis will further in- 
crease confidence and prosperity. The low 
prices for the staple articles of trade were 
due to the over-supply and restricted de- 
mand. America has now Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and India to compete 
with in the European wheat markets. 
About six years ago the United States ex- 
ported flour to Argentina. As to cotton, 
the decline was due to the enormous crop 
of 1894-95—about 10,000,000 bale, against 7,500,- 
000 the previous year. Prices have advanc- 
ed nearly 25 pér cent from the bottom on 
the expectation that the next crop may 
be a short one, and that the world’s trade 


will further improve. 


“The American cotton planter has very 
little to fear from other countries. India 
shipments to Europe from September 1, 1894, 
to May 2, 189, show a decrease of fiearly 
300,000 bales, compared with the same pe- 
riod last year. Our cdtton planters should 
desire only the best money for their crop—

A Money-Making Committee. 

“If it is found later on that more currency 
is needed congress should request the presi- 
dent to appoint a committee to report on a 
plan for the issué of currency that can be 
kept on a parity with gold. Every one that 
desires the prosperity of this country should 
not favor the free coinage of silver, unless 
it can be done by an _ international 
agreement, which I think is’ very 
doubtful now. The world’s production ot 
silver has increased enormously since 1851. 
The average production per annum from 
1851 to 1855 was 13,800,000 ounces. The pro- 
duction last year is estimated by The Fi- 
nancial Chornicle at 149,100,000 ounces. 
From 1851 to 1855 the average annual pro- 
duction of gold was 5,5%,000 ounces and for 
last year it is estimated by The Chonicle 
at 8820,000 ounces. This shows that the 
increase in the production of silver has 
largely cutstripped that of gold, conse- 
quently the price of silver, like the prices 
of iron, copper, etc., was bound to de- 
cléene.

MAD AT MERCER. 


The University Boys Complain He- 
cause Outsiders Played Them. 
Athens, Ga., May 13.—(Spectal.)}—The base- 
ball team of the University of Georgia which 
played a game in Macon Saturday with 
what was alleged to be a Mercer university 
team, hag returned home. The boys com- 
plain not only of outsiders being played on 
the Mercer team and of rank umpiring 
against them, but of absolute lack: of hos- 

pitality in their treatment in Macon. 

The result of the event may possibly be 
the blacklisting of Mercer university by 
the colleges composing the Southern -Inter- 
Collegiate Athletic Association. 

This association was formed in order to 
rule out professionalism in college athletic 
contests and to cause only college men to 
This association 
is made up of Sewanee, Vanderbilt, Auburn, 
University of Alabama, University of 
Georgia and other colleges. Mercer was 
invited to join it, but did not do so. 

Mr. John W. Morton, of the University 
of Georgia, who officiated as scorer at the 
game Saturady in Macon, gave The Con- 
stitution’s correspondent the following in- 
terview: ‘Before we went to Macon we un- 
derstood that outsiders were on the Mer- 
cer team. We demanded a list of players, 
which was sent, and it was agreed that 
only college men should play. When we 
got to Macon Mercer refused to play un- 
less the ’varsity boys allowed them to put 
M. J. Sanford behind the bat. Mr. San- 
ford was in college until last Christmas, 
when he quit. This point was passed, and 
Mr. Sanford was allowed to catch for the 
Mercer team. 

“After the game had begun it was learn- 
ed that F. Harris, one of the players on 
the Mercer team, was a clerk in a shoe 
store in Macon; that C. Harris, another 
player, was not in college; and that the 
Mercer team was playing a man under the 
name of Jackson who, in reality, was nam- 
ed Withoft, and who was a fruit grower 
in Fort Valley. The ‘varsity boys played 
on, however, until the rain stopped the 
game, with a score of 3 to 2 against them. 

“The umpiring was against the ‘varsity 
boys, although the umpire may have been 
most conscientious in his decisions. To 
wind up the whole affair, you can say that 
a crowd of visitors were never treated 
more inhospitably. Beyond showing the 
team to the hotel, no attention was paid 


the ’varsity boys by Mercer students dur- 


ing their stay in the city.”’ ; 
The students of the university met at 5 
o’clock this afternoon in mass meeting. 
They passed resolutions embodying the 
statements made 
and denouncing the action of the Mercer 
team as contrary to the agreement made 
between the two teams and ungentiemanly 
and unprincipled. They also requested 
Emory college ard others in the inter-col- 
legiate association not to arrange games 
with Mercer. The athletic association wiil 
meet in a few days to take action on this 
matter, and it will probably request the 
inter-collegiate association to blacklist 
Mercer.

Tonight a telegram was received from 
Secretary Herbert leaving it optional with 
the captains of the ¢wo cruisers as to 
whether they would bring the two ships up 
to the city. It is probable they will be pre- 
vailed upon by the citizens to do so, as 
their draft is only eighteen feet, and there 
is almost water enough in jhe channel to 
bring them up at low tide.

HIS LETTER CAME TOO LATE. 


Eisenhardt Writes Concerning Wis 
Wife Who Suicided. 

Augusta, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)—On last 
Saturday ‘Mrs. Caroline Eisenhardt, a Ger- 
man woman living at Wheless, five miles 
from Augusta, committed suicide by taking 
strychnine. Some months ago her -hus- 
band left her, he having spent a good deal 
of money left her by a former husband;

Not to be stopped by such a small matter 
as a gate and several men, Chief Joyner 
and his men used their axes and then lifted 
the gate and burst in, though not until the 
fire was under control by the cotton mills’ 
brigade. 

It appears that yesterday afternoon short- 
ly after 2 o’clock a fire broke out in the 
Atlanta cotton mills. The cotton mills’ 
brigade went to work with 400 feet of hose 
and was rapidly putting the fire out. In 
the meantime large clouds of dense black 
smoke curled out of the windows and a po- 
liceman turned in an alarm from the out- 
side. When the department reached the 
mills they were refused admittance under 
the direction of Manager Fisher. The super- 
intendent evidently believed that the fire 
was the property of the mills and that it 
was not a matter in which outside parties 
had a right to interfere. 

Forcm«n Henry Haney, when admittance 
“a5 refused, said that for years he had 
been in the habit of going to fires and had 
very infrequently waited for passports to 
be issued, and that he was goingin, by way 
ot not vreaking an invariable rule of his, 


which is that when he starts to a fire he ! 


intends to get there. He mustered a number 
of men, and under the direction of Chief 
Joyner the decor was attacked. An en- 
trance was forced and the door, which 
slides like a por‘cullis, was lifted with three 
men on the inside clinging to it. When the 
firemen reached tine fire it was virtually out, 
Chief Joyner was not very much pleased 
with the manner in which the department 
was treated. 

“It was private property,’ said Manager 
Fisher, ‘‘and I thought I had a right to 
refuse Chief Joyner admittance, though I 
find that I did not have that right. We 
have a department in the mills. It is not 
as good as Chief Joyner’s, but it is better 
than any company outside of that. Chief 
Joyner’s department is the best going, but 
I thought that since we had a private box 
inside the grounds and did not pull it, 
he had no right to come in.’’ 

The fire might have proved a very dan. 
gerous one, as the wind was blowing at a 
rapid rate. ‘

An Old Letter and Its Author. 

The Constitution of April 21st con- 
tained an unsigned letter written by a 
confederate to his mother, just after-the 
first battle of Manassas, in which a 
very graphic and correct account was 
given of the fight. 

It seems that the letter was purchased 


at the sale of an estate at Lincolnton) 


N. C., a few months ago, and found its 
way into print because the strangers 
into whose hands it had fallen desired 
to ascertain the name of its author. As 
it contained a reference to General 
Wade Hampton, the epistle was shown 
to him, but while its perusal affected 
him greatly he was unable to guess its 
authorship. This old war-time relic at- 
tracted the attention of our readers, 
and numerous correspondents wrote to 
us giving the names of various confeder- 
ates who might have written it. 

Finally the mystery has been solved. 
Dr. Louis von Staudenmayer, of Charles- 
ton, writes to us that the letter in ques- 
tion was written by his uncle, the late 
General James Conner, who commanded 
the legion after Hampton was shot, and 
who was attorney general under Hamp- 
ton’s administration as governor of 
South Carolina. The wonder is that 
General Hampton read it without being 
able to designate the writer. Our corre- 
spondent informs us that in January 
last he sold some property at Lincoln- 
ton, and among the rest a house which 
his father had oceupied, with the furni- 
ture. He was totally ignorant of the 
fact that any private family papers were 
disposed of at the sale. 

The incident has a peculiar interest of 
its own, and many of The Constitution’s 
readers will be glad to learn that the 
war letter which so excited their curios- 
ity was written by the gallant General 
Conner, who had no idea at the time 
that it would go the rounds of the press 
a generation later. It is a part of a 
hewspaper’s mission to make these raids 
into the past and rescue from oblivion 
many things in our history that would 
otherwise be forgotten. 


A Great [Insurance Case, 

The trial now in progress, at Toronto, 
Canada, of the twin American brothers, 
Harry and Dallas Hyams, for the mur- 
der of Willie Wells, is attracting the 
attention of the civilized world. 

It is charged that the defendants drop- 
ped a 200 pound elevator weight on the 
head of Willie Wells, whose life was at 
the time insured heavily in favor of the 
Sweetheart of Harry Hyams. In 1893 
a coroner’s jury declared. that the death 
of Wells was accidental, and a doctor 
summoned by Harry Hyams expressed 
the same opinion. 

A few months later Wells’s sister be- 
came the wife of Harry Hyams, and 
the insurance policies on her brother's 
life in her favor were paid to her, the 
amount being $34,000. The life of Mrs. 
Hyams was then insured by her hus- 
band for his benefit in the sum of $60,- 
000. She at once became — suspicious 
about the death of her brother, and 
joined her brother-in-law, Mr. Ayles- 
worth, in demanding an _ investigation. 
The Hyams brothers were arrested and 
committed for trial. Able lawyers have 
been engaged on both sides and the case 
will consume considerable time. 

The defense will deny tie charge 
made by the prosecution that a weight 
was thrown upon Wells after he had 
first been felled by a club, and they 
will contend that the prisoners, who are 
small men not weighing over 100 pounds 
each, could not have lifted and thrown 
a 200 pound mass of metal. 

It seems that the Hyams _ brothers 
owed Wells and Aylesworth $3,000. They 
induced Wells to insure his life in favor 
of his sister, Who was engaged to Harry 
Hyams, but despite all their promises 
they never paid their indebtedness. The 
creditors began to press, and the prison- 
ers made an appointment with Wells, 
who met them at their warehouse. What 
took place is not known, but the broth- 
ers claim that the elevator weight was 
detached from its place and had fallen 
on Wells’s head, killing him instantly. 
Harry Hyams told _ different stories 
about the accident, and hurried his mar- 
riage to the dead man’s sister and got 
nearly all of the insurance money. 

It is an ugly case, but if the two pris- 
oners are convicted it will be on circum- 
stantial evidence. If they are reticent, 
the chances are that they will be ac- 
quitted. 


Hentz and the Cotton Planters. 

Mr. Henry Hentz, a New York cotton 
broker, is described in the press dis- 
patches as “perhaps the largest dealer 
in the country in the great southern sta- 
ple.” He writes a letter for the pur- 
pose of influencing southern people in 
favor of the single gold standard, which 
has already well nigh brought them to 
ruin. 

The description of Mr. Hentz as “the 
largest dealer in the country ip the great 
southern staple,” will hardly fit the 
facts. If he has ever found himself with 
any large supply of cotton on hand it 
was pure accident. Mr. Hentz does not 
deal in cotton, but in cotton options, He 
is not a cotton merchant, but a specula- 
tor in cotton futures. He belongs to the 
class of speculators who depress the 
price of cotton by their manipulations 
when the crop is in the hands of the 


farmers, and who do all they can to in- 
crease the price after the farmers have 


sold it. 7 

That is the kind of a “cotton mer- 
chant” Mr. Hentz is. He is in the bucket- 
shop business on a large scale, and it 
is nothing to him whether the farmers 
are ruined by low prices or not. Con- 
sequently his arguments and his pre- 
dictions are not worth the paper on 
which they are written. We are per- 
fectly willing to,put against the opinion 
of Mr. Henry Hentz the mature views 
of Mr. Samuel M. Inman, of Atlanta, 
who is the largest buyer of actual cot- 
ton in the world. The cotton that M~*. 
Hentz buys costs him a dollar a bale.

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market. Mr. Inman knows that the res- 


toration of silver would give the people 
of the south prosperity.

Both Mr. Inman and President 
Labouisse know that the return to silver 
coinage will add to the prosperity of the 
southern farmer by giving him better 
prices for his crop and better Wages 
for his labor. They know, that better 
prices will bring a larger volume of 
money into the south, and that more 
money means an expansion of business 
and all kinds of industrial enterprises.

whole nest of snakes of a certain species, 
whose rattles are made of golden coins. 

In glancing through The Atlanta Journal 
of May 7th, I came across a rather vin- 
dictive, if not very bright article, from the 
pen of J. Lawrence Laughlin, professor of 
political @conomy, University of Chicago. 
The said gentleman has been very careful to 
sign his name in full, especially the part de- 
scribing his professorship. He has done 
this, no doubt, to fully impress his readers 
with the importance and infallibility of his 
arguments, After reading the article I de- 
cided that it was a wise thing for him to 
do, as any ordinary-reader would not readily 
have credited such poor, shallow arguments, 
or curtailed and misconstrued quotations, 
to such a learned man as the professor's 
long appendix makes him appear to be. 

By the gentleman’s argument one would 
naturally suppose that he had never 80 
much as seen a silver coin smaller than a 
dollar. For instance he quotes Coin as say- 
ing that under free coinage of both gold 
and silver at 16 to 1 before 1873 an unlimited 
demand was established for both gold and 
silver, and then proceeds to say that the 
truth was that in said period there ~’as no 
demand for silver dollars (note the addi- 
tion of the word dollars), and with appar- 
ently the most childlike simplicity seems to 
expect that his readers are going to notice 
only that which he wishes them to sre, 
namely, that during these years there was 
comparatively few silver dollars coined, 
and that they are likewise going io overlook 
the very large amount in other silver coins 
which the mints turned out. 

For instance, between the years 1806 and 
1834, although we coined ng silver dollars, 
we did coin $27,779,677.15 in other silver coins, 
against $13,232,592.50 in gold. 

He also asserts that the amount coined 
does not indicate that the whole amount re- 
mained in circulation, but that much of it 
is melted or goes out of the country. I 
would like to ask the learned gentleman if 
this does not apply to gold as well as te 
silver. I think it does. In fact, I should 
say to a much greater extent than it dovs 
to our white metal. Was silver the metal 
that our friends of Wall street were ship- 
ping across the waters last summer in such 
large quantities, or was it gold? We all 
know that it was the latter. 

The professor also asks 
manner why it was that if silver was our 
unit we only coined in all those years 
8,031,238 silver dollars (we again notice 
that he uses the word dollars), and that 
we could transact the business of our great 
country for eighty years on such a small 
amount, and again he seems to be entirely 
oblivious of all the rest of our silver cur- 
rencv, which amounted to $182,855,224, 

In fact, although the professor may be a 
very smart and shrewd man he has made 
a mistake if he thinks that the masses are 
blind and cannot distinguish black frorm 
white when it is put before them, even 
by such a skillful manipulator as a profes- 
sor of political economy, 

I would like to add here that while such 
supporters of shylockism as this gentleman 
are in a narrow-minded manner, produced 
by some selfish interest, discriminating 
against one-half of, or really our only, cir- 
culating currency, we so-called silverites 
are not fighting to depreciate gold, but 
merely protecting silver—our fricnd—and 
endeavoring to restore it to its original 
pedestal alongside of gold, from which it 
was so maliciously hurled in 1873 by an act 
which seemingly could not have been gen- 
erated from other than mercenary motives.

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WHAT MONROE HELD 


Congressman Livingston Tells What That 
Famous Doctrine Is. 


BELIEVES IN A BROAD AMERICANISM 


How England Overstepped the Bounds in 
the Nicaraguan and Venezuelan Affairs. 
Need ofa Vigorous Foreign Policy: . 


“1 believe in a vigorous American policy— 
in sticking to the Monroe doctrine through 
thick and thin. There should be no milk 
and water business about it.” 

That is the way Congressman Livingston, 
of this,the fifth Georgia district, sums up his 
position on the international complications 
involving South American and Central 
Americar countries. 

Colonel Livingston’s strong stand that 
this government should at all times insist 
upon the practical apvlication of the Mon- 
roe doctrine has attracted much attention 
both in this country and in those others 
most interested, and that his views are 
indorsed and appreciated in the countries 
south of us is demonstrated by Venezuelu’s 


tribute to him. 

For several days Colonel Livingston has 
been in Atlanta. When here he makes the 
Markham his headquarters and-it was there 
a Constitution reporter found him last 
night. 

What It Means. 

“Just what is the much-talked-of Monroe 
coctrine?’ I asked. 

“To understand it thoroughly,” began the 
congressman in reply, “it is necessary to re- 
call some facts in history. In 1829 Russia, 
Prussia, Austria and France formed an 4l- 
liance which was reaffirmed at the congress 
of Verona in 1822, and bas since been known 
as the hely alliance. The purpose of this 
allianze--as declared to be—was to maipr- 
tain the peac> of Europe and crush out con- 
spiracies against established government; 
but it soon became evident that the practi- 
cal purpose of this ‘holy’ alliance was to 
prevent all changes tending to more liberal 
institutions—as examples cf the real in- 
tent of this alliance, we have but to refer 
to the fact that in 1821 they crushed out 
the free constitutions in Spain, Naples 
and Piedmont—and the re-establishing of 
absolutism. In 1823, in furthering this pur- 
pose, the French armies invaded Spain 
and overthrew the censtitutional govern- 
ment of the cortes and established abso- 
lutism in the person of Ferdinand VII. 

“About this time, after a protracted and 
expensive warfare, the Spanish colonies 
in America had practically secured their 
independence, though Spain had not ac- 
knowledged it. The United States did, 
however, acknowledge chem as independent 
powers. It was at this juncture in affairs 
when it became evident that the holy al- 
liance intended to lend their aid to Ferdi- 
rand VII, a willing tool and the creature 
of that alliance, to crush the independence 
of the republics of Spanish America. Then 
it was that President Monroe effectually 
put an end to the designs of absolute meon- 
archies of Europe to interfere in the affairs 
of American republics. His message to 
congress December 2, 1525, gave emphatic 
warning to European powers ‘that we 
should consider any attempt on their part 
to extend their system to any portion of 
this hemisphere as dangerous to our peace 
and safety.” Again he said: ‘We could not 
view any interposition for the purpose of 
oppressing them, or controlling in any man- 
ner their destiny, by European power, in 
any other light than as the manifestation 
of an unfriendly spirit toward the United 
States ’ ”’ 

Recent Events. 

“What bearing has that on recent af- 
fairs ?’’ 

“Tf this ddctrine had been enforced Eng- 
land would have no more dared to oppress 
and interfere with the collections of duties 
in a port of Nicaragua—cn the pretense of 
collecting a sum of money dvfe her, arbie 
trarily fixed, without the consent of Nica- 
ragua—than she would now dare to take 
pessession of our chief port of entry and 
enforce her claim against us in the Behr- 
ing sea matter that congress at the last 
session refuscd to appropriate for. Why 
not try her. hand in the same way with 
us? Her claim against us’ has a much 
greater degree of equity and justice in it 
than have ker claims against Nicaragua. 

“Now, ner act in that instance was in 
harmony with her whole selfish, cowardly 
ard covetous history, and our government 
allowed an open and flagrant violation of 
the Menroe doctrine, which will, in the 
end, return to sname and damage us. Mr. 
Monroe declared our nolicy to be ‘not to 
interfere in internal concerns of any 
Eurepean power.” Why not say 
land, ‘You must not interfere in internal 
concerns of any American power? If she 
has just ground of complaint aguinst ary 
of the weak Spanish-American republics, 
why not take her own preposition to this 
republic of ours—to arbitrate and that with- 
out dictation that no member of the board 
of arbitration shall bea citizen of an Amer- 
ican renublic? 

“Mr. Lincoln, when he was through with 
the civil war, demanded the withdrawal of 
all intervention in domestic affairs of Mex- 
ico. The French, English and Spanisb ar- 
mies had invaded Mexico at a time when 
they thought the civil war between the 
states would prevent the United States en- 
forcing the Monroe doctrine; but when no- 
tice was given, the only remaining power 
then interfering (France) quietly complied, 
and Mexico was left to manage her own af- 
fairs. The real cause of interference in this 
instance was to collect principal and inter- 
est of loans to foreigners made by specula- 
tors who had taken their chances to make 
money by investment in Mexico and were 
likely to lose their capital and commissions, 

“This is the only instance in which Euro- 
pean powers have, until recently, dared to 
transgress the doctrine laid down by Mon- 
roe, and strictly adhered to by every ad- 
ministration up to the present one.”’ 

“Why this demand upon Nicaragua at 
this time?’ 

“That’s a question I have asked. Had 
Great Britain any assurance from Washing- 
ton that she would not be interfered with 
in a demand for ‘smart money’ for the ex- 
pulsion of a British consul who, as was 
charged, aided in an insurrection? [ff true, 
he had forfeited his life as well as his offi- 
cial position. 
Britain to make this demand without ex- 
amiuation and consideration and without 
the permission of the administration at 
Washington, and over the protest of this 
helpless power proceed by force of arms 
to enter the territory and take charge of 
a custom house in which this nation, as 
well as many otbers, was interested? 

‘Monroe said, ‘We could not view any in- 


terposition for the purpose of oppressing 


them or controlling in any manner their 
destiny.’ How can sane men say that the 
action of Great Britain in the Nicaragua af- 
fair was not an interposition for oppression 
or control in any manner? While in pos- 
session of her chief Pacific port she raised 
the British flag over the custom house and 
endeavored to collect the amount of the 
indemnity without one vestige of right or 
consent to do so, save in her own selfish 
adjudication of the matter, and she went 
ahead without protest from this great na- 
tion of ours.” 

“What about the Venezuela boundary dis- 
pute with. British Guiana?” 7 

“The question in that is, wil] this admin- 
istration intervene to stop this contemplated 
encroachment on the undoubted territory of 
a Sout. American republic? If not, the 
next session of the fifty-fourth congress 
will, and will put to: rest ssameit ania all 
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American republics, It not only ; 
threatens the hopeless dismemberment of © 
our sister republic of Venesuela, but it in- 
flirectly menaces the political autonomy — 
of one or two others of our trans-Caribbean 
neighbors, We cannot afford to be indif- 
ferent to a controversy like this, The pos- 
session of the mouth of the Orinoco river 
and its affluents constitutes the key to more 
than one-quarter of the South Anterican 
continent. Thus intrenched, Great Britain 
could, in the course of a few years, revolu- 
«-onize the commerce and political institu- 
tions of at least three of the South Ameri- 
can republics, For more than fifty years 
Venezuela has been asking Great Britain 
to submit her claim to friendly arbitration. 
Declining all these overtures England has 
gone on absorbing territory in the valley of 
the Orinoco and on the Atlantic coast until 
she now occupies an area west of the Es- 
sequibo river more than twice as large a8 
the state of New York. For a short and 
concise statement of the whole case I refer 
those interested in this dispute and the en- 
forcement of the Monroe doctrine to the 
Congressional Record of February 6, 18%. 
‘The question now, since the disgraceful 
action of England in the Nicaraguan affair, 
without notice or protest on our part, is, 
what are we to do with England? Is it 
true, as has been so often alleged, that we 
are so completely in her ,ower fnzut.cially 
that we dare not assert the Monroe doc-. 
trine, maintain our self-respect and stop her 
encroaching upon this continent? I fear 
there is much truth in the statement that 
we are completely in her clutches, If so, we 
have a most righteous and plausible reason 
for another declaration of independence, 
and the sooner we have it the better. My 
advice to Venezuela would be ts give Eng- 
land ninety days’ notice to arbitrate or ab- 
dicate, and test the question as to whether 
or not the United States intends to stand 
by her long cherished doctrine. It would 
at least make an issue that would either 
end in the recognition of England as the 
mistress of the world or disenthrall Amer- 
ican powers for her greed and domination. 
“Let us have an American policy, an 
American financial system, an American 
taxing system, with our flag and cunstitu- 
tion all for America; or else let us surren- 
der all and bow the knee to England’s gold, 
England’s commerce, England’s armies and 
navy, England’s flag and England’s qveen.”

The Toledo delegation came down from 
the north last evening forty strong to 
make a pull for this movement. They 
traveled in grand style, having captured 
one of Mr. Pullman’s finest blue palaces 
cn wheels and having stocked it rovally 
with all the good things a soul could want 
en a jolly picnic trip of this sort. They 
are the most jovial and best natured fel- 
lows in all the world. The car came in on 
the special that landed in Atlanta over the 
Louisville and Nashville and Western and 
Atlantic at 7 o'clock last night. 

Among the Toledo delegation was FE. W. 
Purrett, grand junior conductor of the 
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grand division, whose division is in Toledo. 

When asked about Toledo’s claim for the 
change of headquarters Mr. Purrett, who, 
by the way, is one of the most genial 
men of the entire convention, remarked to 
lhe Constitution:

All on Account of Sensational Reports of 
Frost West—-A Narrow Market for 
. Cotton—W heat Higher. 


New York, May 13.—The reports from 
the west of damage by frost to the crops 
were evidently cabled to London yester- 
day, and naturally at the opening of the 
exchange here this morning there were 
large orders from the other side to take 
prcfits. Estimates place the foreign sell- 
ing at fully 60,000 shares. The mcre or less 
sensational reports about the crop situation 
induced the local traders to change front, 
and there was a liberal supply of stocks 
from: this quarter. As a result the mar- 
ket was rather ragged throughout. In the 
early trading prices declined %4@% per 
cent, Louisville and Nashville, the Grang- 
ers, Sugar and Missouri Pacific making the 
largest losses. This was followed by a 
buying movement in Distilling and Sugar. 
Distilling rose to 245, and Sugar to 17%, 
the best prices for many months. Chica- 
go Gas, after breaking to 735%, rose to 70%, 
but later returned to 74%. That stock was 
nervous throughout because of the uncer- 
tainty about the bills affecting the com- 
pany now before Governor Altgdd. In 
the afterncon trading the bears displayed 
more courage. One cf their pet arguments 
was the alleged sale of some $4,000,000 bonds 
by the Chicago and Northwestern road. 
Local officials could not confirm the report. 
At any rate it had an unsettling influence 
and induced free selling. Sugar declined

The ag- 
gregate was $1,094,000,000, nearly 25 ¢per cent 
in excess of the corresponding period a year 
ago and only about 12 per cent below the 
record for the like period in normal years. 
Last week’s gains were well distributed, 
New York 38 per cent, St. Louis 19, Chicago 
15 and Boston 16 per cent.

The former show steady improvement, the 
gain by seventy-nine roads the fourth week 
in April having been 10% per cent. It was 
ithe largyst increave reported in many 
months, and cOmpared with a gain of 2.91 
per cent the third week, a decrease of .f2 
the second week and an increase of 2.36 
the first week.

IN UNITED STATES COURT YESTERDAY 


The Report of the Committee P-epared by 
Judge Bleckley—A Brilliant Memoria) 
Paper—Several Eloquent Addresses. 


“I sltall be satisfied if I leave behind mo 
as fair a record for the just and upright 
administration of the law, and be as affec- 
tionately remembered by the bar and the 
people, as Judge Erskine.” 

This cloquent tribute came from: the lips 
of Judge William T. Newman in the feder- 
al court yesterday morning. It was dur- 
ing the brief memorial exercises held in 
honor of the late lamented Judge John Er- 
skin, after which the court adjourned until 
this morning. 

Perhaps no man ever received a higher 
tribute after death than Judse Erskine re- 
ceived from his late coileagues and associ- 
ates at the bar yesterday. Regardless of 
the fact that he Gdiffered with them in poli- 
tics they recognized the stainless vurity 
of the mun and his courageous protection of 
southern life and property during the 
frightful cra of recenstruction. 

Among those who gathered in the court- 
room ycsterday inornins were Judge John 
L. Hopkins, Judge Marshall J. Clarke, 
Colonel W. C. Glenn; Mr. Julius L. Brown 
and quite a large sprinkling of the bar, 

Read hy Judge Hopkins. 

On account of the absence of Judge Logan 
E. Bleckley. the chairman of the comunit- 
tee appointed by Judge Newman to draft 
the resolutions, the report was read by 
Judge John L. Hopkins, a warm and in- 
timate friend of Judge Erskine. The re- 
port was read by him in a very impressive 
Manner, and frequently his emotions stifled 
his utterance to such en extent that he was 
scarcely able to proceed. 

The resolutions ure written in the terse 
and epigrammatic style peculiar to the pen 
of Judge Bleckley. In the opinion of all 
who heard the report, as read by Judge 
Hopkins, it is one of the finest memorial 
papers ever read in Georgia. 

After reciting the biographical facts of 
Judge Erskine’s services on the bench, the 
resolutions proceeded to paint, in a truth- 
ful manner, his personal and judicial char- 
acteristics. The paper is a long one, and 
the following paragraphs are extracted: 

“By instinct and by ailegiance to princi- 
ple ne was an nonest midi. monesty was 
ancorporated in nis constutution as weli as 
in his creed. His steriing manhood was tne 
outgrowth of inflexibie integrity. intern- 
@ily and externally, in minu and person, 
in fact and appearance, ne was a gentie- 
man. tle was cullivated, gracious, reineéd, 
accomplished. He unaerstood ‘the digmty 
of manners anda the language ot deport- 
ment.’ His sense OL propriety was exact, 
ana though he never negiected iorm tse 
rarely appeared formal or ceremonious. in 
the pracuce of weil-bred self-denial he was 
pre-eminent, tor in matters of comfort or 
convenience he yielded precedence to others 
on all occasions. This ne did with such ur- 
banity and polite authorty as aimost to 
compel acceptance of the proffered courte- 
sy. His politeness was not the disguise or 


concealment of selfishness, but its elimina- |

His Culture Self-Acquired. 


“His education was not classical; it was 
not collegiate. He made no pretension to 
scholarship beyond a familiar acquaintance 
with the common elementary studies. His 
mind, however, was fairly well-disciplined 
and his critical faculty was highly develi- 
oped and constantly exercised. Though his 
style was direct, unadorned and unambi- 
tious, composition was a great labor to 
him, and after much toil in writing he 
usually failed to satisfy himself with the re- 
sult. Hehada clearconception of an elo- 
cuence which he wasrarely able to reach. 
As a student of literature, his taste was fine 
and his sympathy broad and comprehen- 
sive. He extracted their choice flavor from 
a multitude of books. He read for charac- 
ter more than for incident, valuing the lat- 
ter chiefly for its instrumentality in re- 
flecting or illustrating the former. Char- 
acter of every rana from royalty down to 
the tramp interested him, and he had a 
keen perception of types and variations. 
He Rad a fancy for heraldry, a wide knowl- 
edge of the great families of England and 
Ireland and a remarkable aptitude, not 
only for retaining such knowledge, but for 
using it agreeably on proper occasions. The 
form of literature that was most congenial 
to him was the dramatic. He liked to read 
plays, to study them closely and to see 
them performed on the stage. He was a 
studious reader of Shakespeare, and was 
s0 familiar with the text of that great 
master that he could quote with facili- 
ty very many, perhaps most, of the best 
passages, Falstaff was a perpetual delight 
» to him, and he knew the whole composi- 
*, tion of the character as iif the fat knight 
» had been one of his personal acquaintances. 
e was a member of the Players’ Club of 
ew York, and had pleasant social rela- 
ions with several eminent actors, among 
hem Booth and Mansfield.”’ | 


“A Reminiscence of Chivalry.” 


After speaking of his own literary pro- 
Buctions, the report continued: 

“For the society of ladies he had great 
fondness, and his bearing and demeanor 
Ptowards them while ccrdial was courtly, 
deferential, delicate and dignified, suggest- 
ing a reminiscence of the days of chival- 
ry. In practical life and the conduct of 
offairs he was thoughtful. considerate, cau- 
giious. Through a happy eombination of

shrewdness and prudence he generally hit 
upon the right thing for the service of his 
own or of any other interest for which he 
was responsible. He was more sensitive 


-to the hazard of loss than to the hope of 


gain, but judged by its results, his timidity 
was a sort of ingenious courage. Even in 
old age he never made long visits. He was 
aman of sound discretion to the last, and 
in nothing was he more discreet than in 
being silent when there was no occasion 
for him to speak.” 

The character of Judge Erskine as a 
lawyer was next discussed, and after speak- 
ing of his profound legal abilities, the re- 
port continued: 

“In the moral attributes of a judge he 
was truly great—none could be greater. He 
loved justice, and administered it in 
mercy.” 

Referring to the period of his administra- 
tion as judge of the federal court, the fol- 
lowing language is used: 

“The great debt of Georgia and her peo- 
ple to Judge Erskine is not so much for 
the details of his judicial administration 
as for its spirit; its spirit of gentle justice; 
the spirit of law civil as distinguished trom 
law military; the spirit of law in its be- 
nignity as opposed to law in its fury.”’ 

The resolutions closed with a brief refer- 
ence to Mrs. Willard Ward, the only 
daughter of Judge Erskine, and provided 
that a copy of the resolutions be sent to 
her.

brief but sincere and cloquent eulogies 
were pronounced by Judge Hopkins, Judge 
Marshali J. Clarke, Colonel W. C. Gienn 
and Mr. L. Brown. 

Judge Newman's Enlosy. 

These tributes of esteem were followed 
by Judge Newman's eulogy delivered from 
the bench. It was a graceful and tender 
compliment to the life and services of Judge 
Erskine and happily exemplified the fact 
that his mantle had fallen upon worthy 
shoulders. 

Judge Newman said: 

“My first recollection of Judge Erskine— 
though I may have met him causually be- 
fore—was when he opened the first term of 
the federal court in this district after the 
war. It was in the council chamber in the 
old city hall, where the capitol now stands, 
that this event occurred. The impression 1 
then received was strengthened by addi- 
tional observation and experience during 
the years he occupied the bench. That im- 
pression was that he was able and digni- 
fled, yet exceedingly kind and gentle, in the 
administration of his office. The most 
marked trait in Judge Erskine’s character 
to me was his kindness and his unwilling- 
ness to wound the feelings, in the slightest, 
of any one with whom he had olficial rela- 
tions. Ekxceedingly particular as he was 
that order and decorum should be observed 
in the courtroom and that the members of 
the bar should conduct themselves with 
propriety, yet he always managed, so far 
as my observation went, to correct any 
misconduct or impropriety without publici- 
ty if possible, and always without giving 
offense, 

“Being called to preside, as Judge Erskine 
was, over the federal courts of this dis- 
trict immediately after the close of the war, 
he was confronted with an anomalous and 
peculiar condition of affairs. Questions 
were raised before him for the determina- 
tion of. which he could find no- precedent 
(whajtever—questions of ‘vast importance 
had to be decided without the benefit of 
any direct authority. He was the pioneer 
in this new region, and was called upon 
to blaze the way. With what care, patience 
and ability he has discharged his duty, all 
of us who were then at the bar remember. 
In addition toa very large amount of 
civil business on both the law and equity 
sides of the court, in 1867 the bankrupt law 
was passed, and this, with numerous viola- 
tions of the internal revenue laws in the 
10untainous regions of this district, filied 
his court with business and gave him lite 
tle time for rest. Through all his judicial 
labors he was faithful, earnest and patient, 
He has left behind him a splendid exam- 
ple to those of us who follow -him. For 
myself, occupying and attempting to dis- 
charge to the best of my abllity the duties 
of the position which Judge Erskine so 
long and ably held, I shall be satisfied if. 
when by death or otherwise I leave it. I 
Shall leave behind me as fair a record for 
the just and upright administration of the 
law, and be as affectionately remembered 
by the bar and the people, as is our deceas- 
ed friend. 

“It would be but repetition for me to 
Say more in detail of the judicial life and 
work of Judge Erskine. It has been faith- 
fully portrayed in the full and eloquent 
report of the committee, and in the re- 
marks of those who have just spoken, 
many of whom came more in contact with 
him than I did. Everything that has heen 
faid of him meets my hearty concurrence 
and fullest approval. This court and the 
bar of this district cannot pay him too 
high tribute. The report of the committee 
will be entered on the minutes of the court, 
on pages reserved for that purpose, and as 
a further mark of respect to the memory 
of the distinguished dead, this court will 
stand adjourned until tomorrow morning.” 

As soon as the resolutions were adopted 
the court was declared adjourned untill this 
morning at 10 o’clock.

ARGUED IN POLICE COURT YESTERDAY’ 


Attorney Davis Saysa State Law Renders 
This City Tax [llegal—Judge Calhoun 
Withholds His Decision. 


~~ 


Attorney Walter M. Davis came to At- 
lanta ten days ago from Palatka, Fla., and 
began the practice of law in the office of 
King & Spalding. 

Yesterday he raised a point of law be- 
fore Recorder Calhoun that is of vital im- 
portance to the city government. If he is 
sustained, the city will lose a big slice of 
its revenue. 

Several weeks ago Mr. John Elliott came 
here from Macon and opened an office on 
Walton street, and began loaning money. 
He failed to pay the city tax of $100 im- 
posed on money lenders, and a case was 
made against him by Officer Hunter— 
Jumbo Hunter of extensive fame. 

Mr. Elliott employed Attorney Davis to 
defend his case, and that gentleman at 
once began investigating the law on the 
Subject. As a result, he takes the position 
that this city tax of $100 is illegal and pro- 
hibited by a state law that says distinctly 
that there shall be no such tax imposed. 
To sustain his position, he read the law 
to Recorder Calhoun and then argued his 
point at some length. Mr. Davis cited the 
State law passed in 1886, that provides a 
State tax of $10 a year on attorneys, physi- 
cians, dentists and all other men engaged 
in professions. 

He takes the position that a man who 
engages in money lending in any manner 
as a business is a professional man, inas- 
much as he is not a laborer or a mercan> 
tile man. The state law of 1886 says dis- 
tinctly that no tax other than the one 
provided for shall be ievied by any munici- 
pal corporation. 

Assistant City Attorney 
senied the city, and made 
ment opposing the position 
Davis. He said that a man who loaned 
money was not a professional man, and 
that the law never intended for such men 
to be exempt from taxation. 

After: having heard the argument of 
both sides, Recorder Calhoun announced 
that he would render his decision tomorrow 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock.

Differences Yesterday Afternoon. 


TURNER CHOSEN STATION HOUSE KEEPER 


The Matter Was Settled Peaceably and 
Now Calm Reigns Among the Com- 
missioners— Yesterday’s Meeting.

When the commissioners held their last 
session there was a short deadlock over 
the election of a station house keeper to 
fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of W. E. Foute, who was elected justice 
of the peace. 

Patrolman W, H. Turner was appointed 
by Chairman Johnson to fill the place 
until an election could be held. There was 
some opposition to him, not on account of 
any personal objection, but from the fact 
that he was a new man in the depart- 
ment and some of the commissioners wished 
to give the position to an older man. 

When the election was reached yester- 
day Turner was again placed in nomina- 
tion and was elected to fill the place for 
the unexpired term.

The Weather- Barean Exhibit at the 
Exposition This Fall. 


LIKE THE ONE IN WASHINGTON CITY 


How the Bureau Will Bo ‘Operated—It 
Will Be One ofthe Drawing Cards 
of. the Expositior. 


The exhibit of the weather bureau at 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition will be one of the most complete ever 
made by this branch of the government. 
The appropriation is not as large as that 
for the exhibit at the world’s fair, but 
the display that Uncle Sam will make of 
the weather bureau service will be one of 
the most interesting features of the expo- 
sition. 

Captain George E. Hunt, the director of 
the weather bureau; returned from Wash- 
ington last Sunday afternoon and was at 
his desk bight and early yesterday morn- 
ing. 

“The government exhibit at the exposi- 
tion,”’ said Captain Hunt, “will be one of 
the drawing cards of that great enter- 
prise. It will be a miniature reproduction 
of the bureau in Washingaon city. Every 
kind of instrument that is employed in the 
observation of the weather will not only he 
represented in the exhibit but will be in 
operation. _ Delicate recording -rain gauges 
will be there, and if a little sprinkle of 
fifty or 100 drops of rain falls that fact will 
be automatically recorded, even at night 
time, when all are away. If the sun hap- 
pens to be obscured by a clqud for a few 
moments a faithful record will be made 
where it can be and examined by 
every visitor present. The wind will not 
be able to shift its direction by more than 
a small fraction of the horizon without 
the change being detected by a vane on the 
summit of the government building and a 
record made ‘on delicate instruments on 
exhibition below. 

How the Bureau Is Operated. 

“All these remarkable mechanisms are 
for the purpose of giving a tangible illus- 
tration of how meteorological observations 
are made. The next feature in the logical 
order of the exhibit relates to the use of 
these observations in forecasting the 
weather. At about 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing of each week day of the exposition 
telegraphic weather r@ports will be re- 
ceived from a large number of the regular 
Stations of the bureau. These will be 
translated and entered upon charts in ex- 
actly the same manner as is done at the 
main otlice in Washington... An expert 
official of the bureau will be present to 
prepare from the charts and observations 
the forecast what the weather is to be 
for the following day. While that work is 
going on other assistants will be busily en-

gaged in the several steps of a remarkable 
process by which in the shortest possible 
time the entire morning weather report 
from the whole United States will be pub- 
lished in a beautiful colored map contain-

“The weather’ forecasting and the map 
printing constitute the active features of 
the exhibit, showing how these operations 
are conducted on a large scale at the main 
office in Washingion. To see these features 

fheir best one should visit the exhibit 
the hours of 10 o'clock a. m. and 
2 o'clock p. m. The recording Instruments, 
however, will always in operation and 
can be inspected at any time. _
